Because of the critical shortage of coal resulting from 


tho nationwide strike of bituminous coal miners, i, William 
V. Slothower, Mayor, hereby proclaim a state of emergency 
to exist in the City of Dixon and call upon all citizens to 
complv with the order of the Illinois^Commerce Commission 
dated May 1, 3946, requiring curtailment in the use of elec- 
tricilv. 


The reMnct'ons, necessaiy to protect electric service for 


essential public health and safety uses and protection of prop- 
erty, are effective immediately and call for curtailment of 
electricity: 
,, 


"(a) For all such purposes as decorative or ornamen- 


tal and flood lighting, sign lighting, window and 
show case lighting, comtort air conditioning, car 
heating and interior lighting in excess of mini- 
mum requirements. 


"(b) For industrial use except for an aggregate of 24 


hours during the period Monday to Friday in- 
clusive . . . 


"(c) For commercial use except for the four-hour pe- 


nod between 2 p. m. and 6 p. m. Monday through 
Saturday inclusive . . . '" 


The Commission order exempts insofar as practicable 


minimum electricity requirements for public health and safe- 
ty and protection of property such as water pumping, sew- 
age disposal, fire and police protection, hospitals, churches, 
schools, disseminators of public information, transportation, 
and establishments required by law to be kept open for speci- 
fied hours such as banks and trading exchanges. 


Compliance with these regulations is vital during this 


emergency and I urge all citizens to cooperate fullv.

Says Hitler Got 


More at Munich 


Than He Sought 


Nuernberg. 
May 
2—(AP)— 


Hyalmar Schacht told the inter- 
national military tribunal today 
that Britain and France at the 
Munich conference in 1938 "handed 
Hitler on a silver platter more con- 
cessions than he ever expected to 
get" a.nd thereby dealt a blow to 
anti-nazis m Germany. 


"At Munich", said Schacht, on 


the witness stand in his own de- 
fense for the third day, "Hitler 
tried only to get autonomy for 
Germans in Czechoslovakia. But 
the allies handed him the Sudeten 
territories, more than he ever ex- 
pected to get, on a silver platter. 


"This success strengthened Hit- 


ler's popularity and weakened the 
chances of removing him". 


The former German economics 


minister contended that he had no 
prior knowledge of Hitler's plans 
to invade Czechoslovakia, Nor- 
way, Denmark. Poland or Rus- 
sia. 


Claims He Protested 


He said an emissary from Gen. 


Franz Haider, chief of the German 
general staff, told him shortly in 
advance of the plans to violate 
Belgium. He said he protested in 
vain. 


He testified that he refused re-

not trying to stifle the free speech 
or- free vote of any congressman. 
"He can let his conscience be his 
guide. But he should not expect 
any ice cream and cake if he has 
set fire to the living room," was 
the way Mr. Wallace put it. 


There was just enough mixture

lace's speech to cause wonder 
whether he was offering a pio- 
gram of broad, long-range reform 
or prescribing: an immediate anti- 
dote for the Republican-conserva- 
tive Democrat coalition that is up- 
setting the administration's legis- 
lative apple cart. But one thing 
is certain 
It was Henry Wallace, 


practical politician, and not Hen- 
ry Wallace, 
idealist, 
who

Wallace would havP a majority

platform, apparently).

If the nation-wide strike of bituminous coal miners pontinues, it is estimated that our sup- 
plies of coal for the generation of electricity will be exhausted on May 21. This means that 
the normal electric power supply would cease on May 21 unless the production of coal is re- 
sumed by May 14, because even when the miners return to work about? days will be required 
for coal to reach our generating stations.

The Commission further orders the exemption from curtailment, so far as possible, 
of uses of electricity which are immediately essential to public health and safety and 
protection of property. ^m^ 


Your compliance is vital in this emergency. Everything possible is being done to protect 
and continue the supply of electricity. As soon as deliveries of coal are resumed, these re- 
strictions will be relaxed and you will be immediately notified. 


Early in the war, 122 days' supply of coal was maintained. Government fuel reg- 


ulations caused a gradual reduction of this supply to approximately 50 days at the 
beginning of the coal strike April 1.

OPA "Astounded" 
by Report Men's 


Suits Are High 


Washington. May 2— (AP) — 


OPA, embarrassed and surprised 
at industry reports that prices for 
men's suits are rising, set out to- 
day to learn whether it's true. 


The agency launched an in- 


vestigation of prices after remov- 
ing a restriction which clothing 
producers claim was blocking de- 
livery to retail stores of from 75 
to 80 per cent of suits being made. 


"We are astounded", OPA said 


in R statement last night, "by 
trade repot ts that the new pricing 
order is causing increases of from 
5 to 15 per cent in prices of men's 
suits". 


This wa.s a reference tn a price 


adjustment OPA made in March. 
At that time OPA said there would 
be no general increase in men's 
suit prices. The agency expected 
higher prices for some manufac- 
turers, but it said these would 
be offset by reductions for others.

May 30. manufacturers must bal- 
ance their production of high-pric- 
ed suits with the same proportion 
of low-priced garments they turn- 
ed out during a base period, usual- 
ly 1943.

New York, May 2—(AP)—Mod- 
rate cuts in personal income tax 
rates at all levels, but particular- 
ly in the $20,000 to $100,000 brack- 
ets, were recommended today in 
a research report on "post-wai 
taxation and economic progress" 
issued by the committee for econ- 
omic development. 


The report, by Harold M. Groves, 


professor of economics in the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, urged the 
cuts in the upper m.^dle brackets 
because this type of income "is an 


important, recruiting ground for 
equity capital." 
Groves proposed five major »t«p« 
in strengthening the present tax 
structure. 


1. The personal income tax ratei 


would be reduced slightly, but all 
capital gams would be taxed in 
full and losses deducted in full. 
With a $140 billion national in- 
come, about $57 billion would b« 
subject to tax, against $29 billion 
with the same income under 1938 
exemptions, Groves figured. 


2. Corporate profits would b* 


taxed at a low bracket personal 
income tax rate; double levies on 
profits distributed as dividendB 
would be eliminated; risk Invest- 
ment would be encouraged by a 
carry-over of business losses, prob- 
ably by a six-year averaging pro- 
vision. 


3. Since consumption taxes tend 


to discourage increased market* 
they should be confined mainly to 
liquor, tobacco and possibly gaso- 
line. 


4. State and local revenue need* 


will expand, and supplements to 
centrally levied taxes are propsed 
under which central units would 
collect taxes at cost for the local 
units.
